Many cities now have noise 
abatement programs, with vary­ 
ing success. For the private home 
owner, some good do-it-yourself 
possibilities exist. Carpets or rugs 
on floors, curtains or drapes or 
well-filled bookcases along the 
walls, help to rob sound of its 
"bounce.” 
Sound-reducing 
m a­ 
terials can be obtained for insu­ 
lating ceilings. Natural noise re­ 
flectors, such as hard wall sur­ 
faces or large picture windows, 
should be avoided by the noise­ 
conscious householder.
